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Order toa Trials fotill that Trial, I cannot 
fairly difcourfe of them, but as Innocent. 
Having thus ftated their Cafe therefore, 
I fhall henceforward treat them as Perfons 
only under the Jealoufie of their Govern- 
ment; Perfons who have by fome way or 
other, mo matter bere by what way, given 
the Government Reafon to fufpeét their 
Condw&, as tending towards affifting the 
Enemy in their late Attempt upon this 
Iiland, to find out whoare or are not Guil- 
ty, to bring the Guilty, if poffible, to Ju- 
flice ; and withal to prevent the Difaffe&ion 
of any they fufpe& as aforefaid, being an 
Encouragement to future, Attempts, the 
Government has thought fit to take thefe 
Gent] men into Cuftody, as by an A& of 
Parliament made this laft Sefion of Parlia- 
ment, her Majefty is empower'd to do— 
Thus there is ft.the Reafon of it, and 2d/y. 
the Legallity of it made out; as to the

Now, fuppofing thefe Gentlemen, tho’

Lhave nothing to fay to the Circumftan 
ces of particular Perfons, asto their Bam 
lies or Affairs, the Expence or the Fargwe 
of Travelling, Jam (peaking with Relation 
to the Equity of Proceedings in Criminal 
Cafes, the Difficulty of Evidence, the Ju- 
flice of our Law in trying, Per Pares, and the 
Priviledge of Peerage, Fhings which before 
the Union they had no Recourfe to; if 
Man will in a Cafe like this {¢¢ the Hayar 
or Expence of their Journey agaia® 
Safety of their’ Perfons, that is nothmg, ia 
the Cafe.

there 5 former Times may be a convinciag 
Proof of this, in the Cafe of the Earl of 
Argyle on one hand, and the Lord Delameer 
onthe other; the formec in Scotland was 
voted guilty of High-Treafon on the moft 
trivial Affair imaginable, viz. offering an 
Explanation to the Oath of Allegiance s 
the fatter was acquittedin open Court, the 
King prefent, after all the Endeavours the 
Court-Party had made ule of to entrap 
him, and yet fora F2@, which it was well 
known, his Lordfhip was concern’d enough 
in, and that no Induftry or Mallice was 
wanting to defiroy him. 


And here by the Way it is worth noting, 
that a Nobleman of Scotlawd was ad- 
judg’d Guilty of High-Treafen tor re- 
tufing an Oath without an Explication. 
—While at this Day refufing to (wear 
to the Government, is fo far from be- 
ing Criminalin Law, that in Defiance 
of the Government, thofe that receive 
the Proteétion of the Government, re- 
fufe their Allegiance to the Govern- 
ment, and value themfelves upon its 
this may ferve to fhew us the Diffe- 
rence between Days of Liberty and Days 
of Bondage, between rightly conftitu- 
ted, Legally Ruling Governments, and 
Tyrannical Arbitrary Rulers ; but that 
by the by. 


T return to the Cafe of the prefent Gen- 
tlemen, who, I fay, I think, have Caute 
to give GOD Thanks for the Union 3 apd 
firft for the Noblemen, who by Vertue of 
this Union have obtain’d a Share of the 
Englifo Peerage, and the Priviledge of be» 
ing to be judg’d by the greateft and moft 
Mwfrious Body of Men in the World ; 
without the Suffrage of thefe, not a Noble- 
man of Scothand can be judg’ds 

Thefe as they are Men of ‘Birth, Men of 
Honowr and of Eftates, fo they pledge 
what Honour in the Judgment they pals, 
as Me a med folemn Manner with their 

ands upon their Hearts, fignifying their 
baving dup ponden'd the Cafe erie ee 
they Oue dy One pronounce the Perfon 
Goilty of Tanocent-—— It is no more, my 
Lords, iw sae Rower of Arbitrary Councils, 

Tyran- 
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Tyrannical Princes,or partial Judicatories,to 
hurry you to Gaols and Executions; your 
Enemies can no more be your Judges, nor 
can Perfonal Quarrels -be reveng’d in Form 
of Juftice; you will have an open, a full, 
a fair, and an uninterrupted Hearings all 
you can urge in your own Defence will be 
heard with Patience, weigh’d with Prudence, 
and judg’d with Truths Evidences on either 
fide fhall have no Difcouragements, or be 
aw’d by the Greatnefs or Awfulnefs of Au- 
thority, but fhall have Room to fpeak as 
well co acquit asaccufe: In fhort, my Lords, 
nothing but real Guilt can give you the 
leaft Caufe to apprehend any thing here ; 
nay, even real Guilt, unlefs clearly and le- 
gally prov’d, or voluntarily confefs’d, fhall 
do you no [njury here; you have all the 
Ways poffible of being deliver’d, and but 
one Way of being fentenc’d, viz. by plain 
Evidence. 

For this Reafon, I fay, you have Caufe 
to rejoyce in the Union, and I make no 
Queftion, but many a noble Family in Scot- 
land, as theic Circumftances fhal) in future 
Time come to appeal to this Bar for Juftice, 
will have Reafon to look back on the Union 
as the Foundation of their Safety, and blefs 
GOD that ever it was made. 

From the Whole, alfothis farther is tobe 
faid, that the fending for the Prifoners from 
Edinburgh and Sterling to London, is, as to 


their being tryd, their Safety, not: their 
Hazard, and is what they ought to rejoyce 
in, not be concern’d at, and | perfwade my 
felf, they either are or will be all of them 
pleas’d with it, and the Clamour,,¢hat we 
have rais’d upon that Head, is from fixhas.

Nay, if I were to fuppofe them to be 
Guilty, I fhould fay the fame thiny; for 
Guilt it felfhas the Advantage here, ia that 
it is eqiie’d co be more plainly prov’d thao 
in other Places, no Inuendoes, Similicudes 
of Hands, Conftrutive or Prefumprive 
Treafons will here (erve the Turn; ic is be- 
low fuch a Court of Juftice to ftcop tw fuch 
mean and low Methods for the Rin ofa 
Prifoner, but if there be one End of the 
Staff better than the other, ic is given to the 

etendant, that if poifible wich Sacisfaétion 
to Juftice he may be acqvicted. 

1 fhall referve the Remainder of this Sub- 
je& till Time gives an Iffue to this Affair, 
and till the Gentlemen concern’djhave pafs'd 
the Rubicon ‘that is before them; when { 
doubt not, whether they appear Innocent 
or Guilty, . they thall all acknowledge the 
Honour, Juftice and Freedom of their 
Treatment in England; aod then that they 
obtain’d it bythe Union, wi!) be own’d by 
Confequence.

Have given due Acknowledgement to

much Caufe to complain of Facobite Pre- 
tences, Mifreprefentarions, and People that 
fpeak long to no Purpofe, as other Folks. 


But Othe Pope, the Pope! why fhould 
we forget the Pope, why omit to pay due 
Honour and Glory to his HolinefS, and why 
fhould we not do Juftice to him, as to his 
Share in this moft ufeful Expedition, and 
indeed icis not the firft Time his Holinefs 
has very honefly affifted us in ovr commen 
JUuminacions ? indeed I muff own, the 
Pope, if his Holinefs is not bely’d, has gone 
beyond his Ordinair in this Cafe,in the Spa- 
nifh Invation, ard inthe Holy League in 
France, in the Famous Cruifadoes, Wars 
with the Infidels, and the like; the Popes 
in thole Times teldom beftow’d any more

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than the formidable Afiiitance- of *his Blef- 
fing; if he granted a Brigade or Two of 
Indulgences, it was counted a mighty 
Thing 3 if a Confecrated Banner was ad-
